The Chicago Milk “strike” so called

The six biggest 
dealers in Chicago (they speak for 
vome 500 dealers) offered $2.50 for 
.January February and aMrch. 
The Chicago dealer has been and 
he says he will continue to sell on 
a 14c per quart basis, 8 I -10c more 
than he has been paying the producer 
and now 8Iic more—Unfair you say? 
January, February and March. 
The settlement of the “strike” was 
brought about by Dr. H. N. Bunde- 
sen, Commissioner of Health, Chica­ 
go, who got members of both sides to­ 
gether in his office at 8:15 p. rn. Tues­ 
day, the 15th. 
The feeling was so 
tense that the two committees would 
not meet in joint session, Dr. Bunde- 
sen being the go-between. 
The set­ 
tlement came at 2:15 a. rn. Wednes- 
oay. The price agreed upon w*as $2.- 
67% for three months. 
The “Trick” Wasn’t Pulled. 
Oil Wednesday the largest Chicago 
Dealer, (Bowman Company) who had

That the breeding of beef cattle Is 
In no way incompatible with grain 
farming has been shown rather con­ 
clusively by tlie Illinois experiment 
station during the last few years, says 
R. R. Snapp of the beef cattle diviBlon. 
Using the common four year rotation, 
com, com, oats, clover, a rotation that 
Is practiced by many of the more pro­ 
gressive farmers of the com belt, it 
has been possible to maintain a herd 
of beef cows without lessening the 
amount of grain for sale to the ele­ 
vator or for use by other kinds of live 
stock. 
Throughout the entire year 
their feed consists wholly of those 
farm rougliages tliat are by their very 
nature unsalable or are of value prin­ 
cipally because of their use In main­ 
taining the plant food or organic mat­ 
ter of the soil. 
During the summer months these 
cows, togetfier with their calves, are 
pastured on tlie clover grown in the 
regular farm rotation. 
Sweet clover 
has proved superior to red clover as 
a iftisture crop, due to the much 
heavier growth of forage it produces. 
While red clover pasture Is only slight­ 
ly superior to bluegrass measured In 
terms of its carrjing capacity per acre, 
sweet clover will furnish from one- 
third to one-half more grazing than an 
equal area of first-class bluegrass pas­ 
ture. liy transferring the herd to the 
young clover in the oats stubble about 
the last of August, at which time the 
old sweet clover becomes woody and 
unpalatable. It Is quite possible to pas­ 
ture one cow and calf per acre of 
clover from the first of May to the 
middle of Octoher. The following table 
gives the results of the pasture ob­ 
tained at Urbana, III., during the 
last two seasons, with one cow and 
her calf pastured per acre:

Snapp of the beef cattle division 
Using the common four year rotation, 
corn, corn, oats, clover, a rotation that 
is practiced by many of the more pro­ 
gressive farm ers of the corn belt, it 
bas been possible to m aintain a herd 
of beef cows without lessening the 
amount of grain for sale to the ele­ 
vator or for use by other kinds of live 
stork. 
Throughout the entire year 
their feed consists w ildly of those 
farm roughages that are by their very 
nature unsalable or are of value prin­ 
cipally because of their use in main­ 
taining tile plant food or organic m at­ 
ter of the soil. 
During tile sum m er months these 
cows, together with their calves, are 
pastured on the clover grown In the 
regular farm rotation. 
Sweet clover 
has proved superior to red clover as 
a ffasture crop, due 
to 
the 
much 
heavier growth of forage it produces. 
While red clever pasture Is only slight­ 
ly superior to bluegrass measured In 
term s of its carrying capacity per acre, 
sweet clover will furnish from one- 
third to one-half more grazing than an 
equal area of first-class bluegrass pas­ 
ture. 
By transferring the herd to the 
young clover in the oats stubble about 
the last of August, at which time the 
old sweet clover becomes woody and 
unpalatable, it is quite possible to pas­ 
ture one cow and calf per acre of 
clover from the first of May to the 
middle of October.

Every investigation of farm w ater 
supplies that has been made has re­ 
vealed the fact that the majority of 
shallow dug wells contain impurities. 
There is Sulligent evidence to indicate 
that at least OO per cent of all the im­ 
purities in wells enter through the top. 
Since this is true, everyone who drinks 
w ater drawn from a dug well should 
give some thought as to the kind of 
top and curb that is “provided. 
The 
following points by E. NY. Lehman of 
the farm mechanics department, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, might well he kept 
in m in d : 
1. 
The curb should extend above 
the surface of the ground, so there is 
no chance for surface drainage to 
enter.

The wails of tile curb should he 
constructed so that no w ater can pass

percolating

New Botulism Type 


The animal pathology laboratory of 
che University of Illinois has discov­ 
ered a third distinct type of animal 
poisoning. 
It is officially known as 
type C botulism. 
All antitoxin has 
been developed which has met with 
success in the early tests. 
* 
A disease of chickens and ducks 
characterized by the sudden develop­ 
ment of lameness or leg weakness, 
diarrhea, ptosis, prostration, and lim- 
herneck, analogous to avian botulism 
type A and followed in some eases by 
recovery out in many others by death 
from respiratory paralysis, has been 
oncmintered in five flocks in Illinois, 
lh 
departm ent reports. 
The symptoms of type C botulinus 
poisoning In guinea pigs are similar to 
the symptoms of type A and type B 
botulinus poisoning, yet neither type 
A nor type B botulinus antitoxin a f­ 


f o r d s protection against the type C 
poisoning. 
In 
horses, 
also 
type 
C 
poisoning resembles types A and R 
poisoning. 
An antitoxin has been prepared of 
prophylactic value in certain cases but 


sufficient evidence has not as yet been 
obtained to show that the antitoxin 
makes certain the prevention of type C 
poisoning occurring in poultry or other 
anim als under farm conditions. 


An Evening Lunch Means More 
Eggs 


P erhaps a simpler plan than pro­ 
viding the early morning feed, and one 
tliut is almost as effective, is to give 
the hens an evening lunch at about 
8:30 or 9 o’clock. 
With this plan a 
light feeding of grain is given at the 
usual time, perhaps an hour before 
dark, and then a heavier grain feeding 
by artificial light. 
This late feeding 
is perhaps hest given In troughs so 
that the hens ra n get it quickly, al­ 
though it may be fed in litter, if de­ 
sired.
